: Fter the Violation of the Polonion Truce, breaking of 
A the newly Concluded Peace with Deamwarck,deftitution 

of the Tranlvanian Prince, in the midſt of his Ene- 

mies, contrary to Engagement ; yea, after the U- 
niverſal prophanation and contempt of Divine and Humane 
Lawes every where: No body ( likely ) will think it any great 
wonder or novelty, that by Command of the ſame King of 

Sweden, theilluftrious Duke of Carland ( notwithſtanding his 

Highneſſe had in the beginning of the late Poliſh War, agreed 
upon a perpecual Neutrality, and ſince was forc'c oft-times to 
redeem and buy the ſame again with a vaſt Treaſure, ) was per- 
fidiouſly ſurprized in his own Caſtle, andin a moſt barbarous 
manner (together with his Duccheſle and ſeven Infant Children) 
carried away captive to Riga. 

Moreover, Whereas {ach things were committed agiinſt a 
Peaceable- Prince, which wonld nor have place inan Enemy : 
Againſt a Princeſſ:, { who ſor her unparallel'd Piety, and moſt 
i{[laftrious Vertues, (to {ay nothing of her B:rth ) may jaſtly 
claim the the highelt p'aceamonp Worken ) drawing near the 
time of her Delivery : Yea, againk his Princely Children, al- 
mot all Infants, and mot innocent in their age, as their Pa- 
rents intheir lives. It ſeemes they have appeared to the Sweats 
themſelves, to b2 of that nature, as that they ought nor to be 
publiſhed to the world, without ſome kinde of excuſation Or 
defence : But ſuchis the infinite Benigniry and Juſtice of our 
God, that hardly any other could have demonſtrated or mant- 
felled mor: brighter, the ſpotleſſe Innocence of theſe 
beſt of Princgz, then the moſt unjuſt oppoſers of the 
ſame,

_ Thoſe who patrocinate this cauſe ſpeak ( ipdeed ) their ful), 
pleaſure, and yet it appears, that with all heir Rudy and In- 
duftry, they have been uncapable to forge any ching, whereby 
ſo great an indignity might be rendred in the leaft excuſable. 
Suppoſe all their manifeft forgeriesin this bufinefle to be true, 
and attribute that Faith ( which is due to the truth ) to their 
frivolous pretences, yet you will find nothing at all in them,that 
either can be any waies prejudicous to theInnocency of theDuke 
and Dutcheſle, or yet give any the leaft colour of Juſtice to that 
inhnmane a&tion of the Swedes. Beſides, to the ſaid notori- 
' Ous injuftice, may be alſo added the ſlanderous aſperſions , 
which yet will not be able to render thoſe either bad or guilty, 
whom they have made miſerable. 

And this will clearly appear, to him that hears theſe Ora- 
tors ſpeak, who ſtriving te defend this cauſe,do betray the ſame. 
The head of the Accuſation, is, That the D#ke's Lady, did 
perſwade her Brother, the Prixce Eleftor of Brandenborgh, to 
reconcile himſelf to the King of Poland's Majefty,jwhoſe vaſlall 
he had eretimes been, and to whom he ſtill tood engaged. Af- 
ter this rate, neither the words nor counſels of familiar friends 
areunpuniſhable; yea, eventhoſe of a Wife, would exact the 
Readof her Husband, aged he were to ſuffer for what ſhe com- 
mited. I believe that { according te the Opinion of theſe Arbi- 
trators ) that man may lawfully be termed an enemy, whoſe 
Wife in his abſence,and unknown to him, hath otherwhere made 
500d overtures for, and endeavoured the Recommendation of 
Beace betwixt her neareft Friends and Kinred, to whom ſhe ow- 
ed loveand reverence; and that it is a crime to counſe!| or re«- 
commend Peace, when it is godly and moſt commendable, by 
inceſſant fervent Prayers to beg the ſame of God. But,that the 
ſaid Princefſe did nothing of this nature ( if we will not beheve 
the Prince Elefter, religiouſly aſſerting the ſame ) yet muſt we 
give credit to the Arguments of the matter it ſelf, The King 
of Sweden having involved the ſaid Eleferinthe Poloxian War, 
and the Dans/p ſuddainly creeping in thereupon, and ſucceeding ; 
his Electoral Highneſſe advifed the ſaid King to make up ( as he 
eaſily might) a Peace both glorious and profitable for himſelf, 
with the Poles, and to divert the Daxiſh motions with equitable

ſent back by the King with derifion,to that height of glory held 
| ſo much more ample andifluftrious, by how much more enemies 
he was ſurrounded; and ſo the King moves towards Holftciw, 
deſerting his Confederates the Eletor,and Tra/ilvanias Prince, 
even in a manner overwhelmed by the E:zemy. Whereupon be 
of Tran/ilvania, ſhortly after was deprived of his Army, and 
to this hour,runs hazard of the totall loſſe of his Country and 
Fortunes; the City of Cr«ccvie was recovered; and the Prince 
Eleftoy immediately ( quaſi) ſurrendred by the threatning for- 
midable Armies of the Confederate Poles, Auſtrians, and Coſ- 
Jacks, being altogether left deftitute of the leaſt hopes of ſuccour 
fromthe Swedes. And can we think that all this while, the ſaid 
P. Eleftor could foreſee neither Evils,nor Perils, nor Remedies? 
And that ( which only was remaining ) he could not have had 
rhoughts uf a Peace with the Poles, without the Admonition of 
kis Siſter > Judge whomſoever , who it was that perſwaded 
the Eleftor thereunto, and whether it proceeds not from the 
King of Sweden himſelf, what is as a Crime imputed unto our 
moſt Vertuous Princeſle, 

But ( they ſay ) the Dake kept great intimacy' with Gorzie- 
»ky, and, that by interchangeable Letters ( which partly they 
aſſert to have been written by the Dake's Minifters ) it hath 
been brought to paſſe, that in the Year 1656. the Swediſh For- 
ces in thoſe parts, were (in a manner) betrayed into the hands 
of the Lith»aniaxs and their Neighbours. The Dake was forced 
to (and did indeed ) Treat with Gonziemhy, as with a Neigh- 
bouring Friend, and the Miniſters of his King; yet ſo, as that 
he was altogether mindful! of his Condition, and how much it 
behooved him Sacred\y and Inviolably to preſerve no leſſe the 
Laws of Neutrality, then the reſpe&t due to his Lord. Nor 
can ever any Letters of the D#ke be produced, either nnwor- 
thy of himſelf, or in the leaſt contrarying the premifed State 
of affairs; what the Miniſters have either done or written, 
they themſelves muſt anſwer, the Prixce for his part, 1s herein 
moſt innocent. Moreover, when the Swedes moft baſely trea- 
red the Eithnanians and Samogitians, and yetin the mean time, 
were ſecurely and confaſedly diſperſed among them, could not 
that, which their moſt horrid aQions did extorte from, and

[tis further impuced, chat the Dxke did pive Cr:4:ſell and 
DireRio''s to the grest Duke of Myſcovy,for the taking ot Riga; 
togecher wich Supplies for tis Army ; as alſo, thac be did effect 
( or cauſe ) that his moſt Serene Highneſle the Lord Proteo's 
of Englana,&c, endeavoures for Peace betwixt the 34uſcovites 
and Swedes, were rejeCted by the ſaid Muſcovires :; That he did 
inſinuace ſiniſter Opinions of the Swedes to the Ambaſſadour of 
England; And laftly, that he did endeavour to reconcile the 
Poles and Mſcevites,but to render theſe more incenſed againſt 
the Swedes z yea, that he wasuponit, to have ſent a fuccour of 
3000 men of his own, te the moſt Serene Prizce Elefor of 
B randenburgh. 

Ic were tobe wiſhed ( to begin with the laſt ) chat the Dzhe 
had had ſuch a number of Forces, and could have been induc'd 
and diſpoſed by all the ſeaſonable Admonitions of his Friends, to 
have provided for his own ſecurity that way ; he would not 
then have been ſo lyable and obnoxious to the Swed:ſp injuries , 
bur perhaps ( Good Prince ) have preſerved his Houſe and E- 
ſtate incire and ſafe to this hour: whereas now, Integrity and In- 
nocency could hardly be more cruelly eluded and inſulted over, 
then to object a numerousPower of Forces to him, who, ſecurely 
relying upon,and only confiding in theRoyal Promiſes waz alto= 
gether deftitnte of Souldiers. As for his ( pretended ) ſug- 
gefted Counſels to the great Duke, he neither ever had oppor- 
tunity thereunro, nor yet authority to perſwade any thirg. 
If the LMnſcovites exatted paſſage and free quarters,the Swedes 
and Poles exaRed no leſle ; he ſuffered Dammage by all, but did 
Injury to none. This misfortune had been more worthy of pitty 
then of puniſhment. 

A Peace berwixt the Adu/covites, Poles, Swedes, and all other 
his Neighbours, the Prince ( as a moft perfe& Peace Lover ) 
did cordially with, and being ſo much concerned in the confe ti- 
on of the ſame, if he could not promote ; yet leaſtwiſe, he was 
farre from ( any where } perturbing or obftructing it. To fiir 
up Nation againſt Nation, are not his Practiſes, who on

from his Neighbours generall Concordance and Unanimity,and 
whom tt b:hooves to give equal refpe& to all, and rather to 
winne the heart'of every one with Civility, then by force of 
Armes. Now,that this hath been the reall mind and endeavours 
of the D «k/, the Engliſh Ambaſſadour himſelf, cannot bur wits 
neſfſe, whom the Dake did proſecute with ail pollible demon- 
trations 0! Civilty, and entertained moſt lovingly for many 
Moneths together, not only for being a ſtranger, or the Minifter 
of a potent Friend, but chizfly for coming as a Peace-Maker. 
But he, himſelf (they ſay ) was pofſeſt with moit ſiniftrous Opini- 
ons of the Swedes in Curland ; as if, whar Conſcience doth but 
argueto be true, mult be granted to be ſpoken alſo. Butif any 
of the Swears have anill hearc, muſt it cheretore follow that the 
mouth of the Dake of Cur/axd is impure and ſlanderous? But 
let us return from whence we have made a Digreſfſion. 
Suppoſe ali theſe things to be ſo, notwithſtanding that the 
Serene Datcheſſe in her Letrers to the Prince Eleftor her Bro- 
ther ( taking {30d to witneſſe, and: having pleaded and diſcuſſed 
the Cauſe, in the Tribunal of her own Conſcience ) doth facred- 
ly affirm, That ſhe cannot find any other fault in her ſelf or hers, 
but, that having committed no ill, and therefore nor fearing a» 
ny, they had coo much confided in thoſe that make profeſtion 
of Chriſtianity and Evangelical Religion. 
But let us ( I ſay ) grant this to the enemy, that thoſe Princes 
( the moſt Religious Obſervers of their Compacts, and whom 
their very P.ety,Godlinefle, and Condition alone doth eaſily ab- 
ſolve ) have committed all theſe 0bj:x&ed Crimes,and yet more 
orievous on:s, if they pleaſe; yet after thas the 0!'d agreement 
of Neutralicy was again renewed and confirmed, with the Ge- 
nerall of the Swediſh Army (not without a cementation of 
friendſhip, which they that mean to tranſit wich ſuch Kind of 
people, muſt ever have ready at hand; I mean ready money, 
but new!y, with much ado, raiſed by the Dake : ) and (as 1s ma- 
nifeſt ) but very few hours interceding betwixt the making of 
the ſaid Covenant, and immediate enſuing irruption into the 
Caſtle of the iid Dke; in as much as the Swedes muft either 
have taken away, or elſe anticipated themſelves, all the Crimes 
that ean poflibly be forged againft his Highneſſe ; No man
